NHS gets 
funding 


Ministry of health 
^kicks in $14 million 
for base budget

The Niagara Health System 
(NHS)'s financial situation got a little 
bit better last week, after it was 
announced that the Ministry of 
Health and Long- Term Care wfil be 
providing an additional $14 million 
in base funding for the struggling 
public health care provider. 

This amount will be added to the 
$11 million already provided earlier 
this year for financial stabilization 
and to support important chronic 
disease programs. This $14 million 
will be used to support the progress 
of the ongoing implementation of 
the NHS's Hospital Improvement 
Plan (HIP) and to acknowledge base 
funding shortfalls. Last year, the 
NHS endured a $16 million deficit. 

In a memorandum to NHS 
employees, volunteers and physi¬ 
cians, chief executive officer and 
president of the NHS Debbie 
Sevenpifer said this is "great news" 
for the regional health care provider, 
saying they have worked hard over 
the last few years in demonstrating 
due diligence regarding efficiency, 
expenditure control and service 
delivery.

"All of these steps were 
necessary in demonstrating 
to the Ministry of Health 
and Long-Term Care that 
there was a historical fund¬ 
ing issue at the NHS and 
that a cash infusion was 
required," said Sevenpifer. 

She said since the HIP's 
inception a deficit was 
always projected, but this 
recent announcement will 
positively impact that fore¬ 
sight. 

"Over the four year 
implementation of the HIP, 
the NHS continued to proj¬ 
ect deficits. This base 
adjustment will now 


address those projected 
deficits," she said. 

Juanita Gledhill, chair of 
the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network 
(LHIN) said this improved 
financial position will 
enable the NHS to continue 
its progress in developing a 
culture of an integrated and 
singular organization. 

"The creation of centres 
of excellence and imple¬ 
mentation of inter-profes¬ 
sional care will create effi¬ 
ciencies and allow the NHS 
to ensure new technology 
and updated medical 
equipment will enhance 
diagnostic and treatment 
capability and have a posi¬ 
tive impact on the quality 
of health care to Niagara 
residents,” said Gledhill. 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
this is a "good start" consid¬ 
ering it was identified that 


$16 million would be need¬ 
ed to implement the HIP. 

"Now that they've 
received this money, hope¬ 
fully it will lead to some 
stability and put a halt to 
the reduction of services 
we've seen over the last 
several months," said 
Martin. 

In January, Martin wrote 
a letter to minister of health 
and long-term care Deb 
Matthews. 

He has asked her her to 
accept his proposal for a 
meeting, to explain to her 
why he feels Niagara resi¬ 
dents continue to get the 
short end of the stick when 
it comes to the quality of 
health care, compared to 
other municipalities. A

Bursary set up in 
honour of Reilly

The Yellow Shirt Brigade 
continues to voice its many 
concerns, loud and clear. 

On Monday night, Joy 
Russell, a spokesperson for 
the local group of citizens 
who have been fighting the 
Niagara Health System 
(NHS), the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network 
LHIN] and the Ministry of 
Health and Long-Term Care 
presented council with a 
compendium from their pub¬ 
lic forum held in January. 
Held at St. Paul's Anglican 
Church, 24 stories were 
shared by Niagara residents 
who feel changes to health 
care in Ontario and more 
specifically this area has neg¬ 
atively impacted the area. 

In die package presented to 
local politicians and mem¬ 
bers of the press, a DVD from 
the evening is included along 


with transcriptions from 
everyone who spoke at the 

Russell said the next day 
the compendiums would be 
sent off to several officials 
such as the Ontario ombuds¬ 
man, the premier, the minis¬ 
ter of health and long-term 
care and other municipalities 
who are "under the gun" 
when it comes to health care 
restructuring in their commu¬ 
nities. 

"The Yellow Shirt Brigade is 
alive and kicking and we carry 
the concerns of our residents 
and those across Ontario with 
all our strength and passion," 
said Russell. 

As the citizens group con¬ 
tinues to make their presence 
known in the region, expand¬ 
ing beyond Greater Fort Erie, 
Russell hopes they can con¬ 
tinue to recruit new people 
from different municipalities 
to join in the battle. 

"We are growing and will 
continue to grow, as other 
communities are realizing 
what is happening to them. 
Not just us, but them. They 
know that they have to be 
strong and fight for their com¬ 
munities now, before it is too 


late," she said. 

Sue Salzer, another active 
member of the passionate 
group also addressed council 
on Monday. She provided 
comments similar to Russell's 
about the Yellow Shirt 
Brigade's plans to continuing 
for a better quality of care for 
Niagara residents, but also 
introduced a bursary being 
set up in honour of Retily 
Anzovino, an 18-year-old who 
died in a car accident on 
Boxing Day on Hwy. 3 near 
Nigh Road. 

The fund wifi provide 
financial assistance to deserv¬ 
ing students entering Niagara 
College's paramedic pro¬ 
gram. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim 
Craitor also, spoke at the 
meeting, saying he wasn't 
there as a politician, but as the 
parent of two children. He 
expressed his condolences to 
the Anzovino family and to 
the dozens of Reilly's friends 
who were also at the meeting. 

"This is an opportunity to 
carry Reilly's name forward, 
forever," said Craitor who also 
made a $500 donation to the

newiy-formed bursary. 

Craitor's comments were 
followed by an emotional 
speech from Reilly's grand¬ 
mother, Patricia Anzovino. 

She thanked the communi¬ 
ty at large for the support 
shown to her family during 
this extremely difficult time 
and to Niagara College for 
creating this legacy in her 
granddaughter's name. 

"To all of you who have 
relentlessly continued to fight 
to save our hospital we thank 
you, also for the gentle way 
you cared for us in our griev¬ 
ing," she said. 

Patricia was a speaker at 
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NIGHT 
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the public rally at the 
Leisureplex in October 2008, 
where the LHIN's expert 
adviser Dr. Jack Kitts heard 
the cries of 5,000 people and 
several speakers who 
demanded the emergency 
room at Douglas Memorial 
Hospital should stay exactly 
where it is. At Monday's meet¬ 
ing, she said if Kitts was listen¬ 
ing somewhere, she hopes he 
realizes only making minimal 
recommendations on the 
NHS's hospital plan has 
already resulted in the 
tragedy surrounding her 
granddaughter 

"I feel that you did not hear 
our words, but I hope you 
heard our family's cries for 
the loss of our dear Reilly,'' 
she said choking back tears. 

The Anzovino family, along 
with several provincial politi¬ 
cians have supported Kim 
Craitor's efforts, petitioning 
the province's chief coroner's 
office to launch an inquest 


into her death, investigating 
whether her life could have 
been saved if emergency 
rooms in Port Colbome and 
Fort Erie were still in opera- 

As of Hiesday, $4,620 had 
already been raised towards 
the bursary's set goal of 
$10,000 which will then be 
matched by the Ontario Trust 
for Student Support for a total 
of at least $20,000. Memorial 
cards are available at the two 
Fort Erie Credit Union 
branches where donations 
can also be made by cash, 
cheque or credit card.

Overall benefit 
permit will 
address toad 
issue, says planning 
department

The Ministry of Natural 
Resources (MNR) will be 
the agency in charge of 
evaluating issues surround¬ 
ing the Fowler's Toad 
throughout the remainder 
of the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project process. 

Identified under the 


Endangered Species Act, 
the local amphibians have 
been the main topic of envi¬ 
ronmental concern pertain¬ 
ing to the Town of Fort 
Erie's plans to build a 12- 
storey condominium build¬ 
ing on the south side of Erie 
Road in a private-public 
partnership with 

Burlington- based develop¬ 
er the Molinaro Group. 

Earlier in the process, the 
Town anticipated a full 
Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) would be 
necessary to study and 
address concerns. But now, 
the project no longer 
requires an EIS and the 
issue surrounding the toads 
will be addressed by way of 


an "Overall Benefit Permit” 
that the Town will apply for 
through the MNR, says 
director of development 
services Rino Mostacci. 

"Since the issue is isolat¬ 
ed to that specific concern 
and there is a process for it, 
the MNR, the Niagara 
Peninsula Conservation 
Authority and the Region 
are not requiring an EIS," 
said Mostacci. 

Dave Heyworth, the 
Town's senior policy plan¬ 
ner said because an EIS will 
not be conducted, it doesn't 
mean environmental issues 
are being ignored and that 
the primary concern will be 
studied and focused on 
through the benefit permit 


application process. 

"In essence, all the issues 
with respect to the toad 
habitat wifi be addressed," 
said Heyworth. 

Mostacci echoed 

Heyworth's comments, say¬ 
ing that just because an EIS 
is no longer part of the pic¬ 
ture, it doesn't mean envi¬ 
ronmental approvals are 
being cast aside. 

"The intent is essentially 
the same, to deal with envi¬ 
ronmental issues," said 
Mostacci. 

At Monday's council 
meeting, Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley raised concerns 



that was budgeted for the 
EIS in December of 2009, 
which he felt the Town 
should not be paying for in 
the first place. 

He feels council should 
have been made aware that 
the $50,000 is now being 
spent on the permit appli¬ 
cation instead of the EIS. 

"I think that needs to be a 
decision of this council," 
said Steckley. 

Mostacci said the money 
will be spent to support the 
benefit permit and the hir¬ 
ing of a biologist. Earlier in 
the process a reserve fund 
was created for the Crystal 


Beach project and whatever 
money isn't used will 
remain in the Town's hands. 

"Whatever is not used 
remains in the reserve fund 
for Bay Beach and is then 
returned back to the gener¬ 
al reserve," said Mostacci. 

At the council-in-com- 
mittee meeting on March 
1st, council will decide 
whether or not to endorse a 
zoning amendment to 
move forward with the proj -

Last year, the Town of 
Fort Erie and the Niagara 
Health System struck a 
deal, allowing the Douglas 
Memorial site to operate 
as an urgent care centre 
for two years with its qual¬ 
ity of service being evalu¬ 
ated by a third party con¬ 
sultant when the deal 
expires. 

Not good enough. 


How many tragedies do 
we have to hear about in 
our community for the 
next two years until the 
level of service is changed 
back to the way it used to 
be? 

It's been a while since 
I've written my editor's 
notebook about a health 
care related matter but 
after Monday's council 
meeting, I knew I had to. 

Hearing Reilly 

Anzovino’s grandmother 
Patricia speak about how 
thankful she is of the local 
community's support dur¬ 
ing such a tough time for 
the family, I had to hold 
my emotions back. 

Seeing Reilly's friends 
grieving with one another 
during Patricia's emotion¬ 


al speech caused me to 
think about so many 

The first is that I could¬ 
n't imagine how I would be 
coping with the loss of a 
close friend when I was 
their age and my heart 
goes out to all of her 
friends and family. 

But at the same time, I 
was infuriated. 

Her death is without a 
doubt a result of the 
Niagara Health System's 
Hospital Improvement 
Plan and its approval from 
the Local Health 
Integration Network. I'm 
not a health care profes¬ 
sional by any stretch of the 
imagination but hopefully 
a coroner's inquest will 
prove me right. 


For almost two years, 
this issue has been at the 
forefront of local news. 
I've written similar 
columns stating the same 
opinion you've just fin¬ 
ished reading and I haven't 
in a while because I didn't 
want to seem repetitive. 

But after hearing the 
cries on Monday from peo¬ 
ple who lost someone so 
close to them, I don't care 
if I run this same column 
every week for the next six 
months. 

The Yellow Shirt 
Brigade hasn't slowed 
down one bit and it doesn't 
look like they plan on let¬ 
ting up any time soon. 

Good for them. 

It's been said time after 
time that stripping a com¬ 


munity of 30,000 people of 
its emergency room is 
flawed, but now someone 

I'm not sure if the min¬ 
ister of health reads the 
Times but I hope she does 
read this. She needs to at 
least give mayor Doug 
Martin a response to the 
letter he sent her in 
January, come to Fort Erie 
and hear all the stories 
people have for her.

Active volunteer running 
for council in Ward one

Corporation. His involvement in the 
community is multi-faceted. He has not 
only sat on a number of formal commit¬ 
tees of municipal council he also been a 
YMCA youth basketball coach for the 
past 17 years, as well as being a former 
president of the Greater Fort Erie Minor 
Baseball Association.

“It makes me feel good 
knowing this money will be 
helping so many youths in 
our community, but it makes 
me feel even better knowing 
that the people of Fort Erie 
are so giving,” he said. “I get 


far too much credit because 
it’s the people that donated 
the money who actually 
deserve the recognition.” 

Whitfield’s own business 
got the ball rolling with a 
$250 donation of his own to 
start. He said after that, all it 
took was a couple dozen 
two-minute phone calls to 
bring his contribution up to 
such a large amount. 

When asked why he takes 
this organization to heart, 
Whitfield simply replied by 
saying the children are the 
future. 

“If a child can’t get the care 
or guidance from their own 
blood, then it it important to 
have people there to fill that 
void because the alternative 
is not always good." 

Barrett said the money 
raised this year will be going 
towards creating the

There is a plethora of rich 
history in this town and an 
event at the Mahoney's Doll 
House Gallery was designed 
to showcase some of it. 

At the historical building 
built in 1834 and formerly 
known as Bertie Hall, over 
250 people from the local 
community attended the 
two-day event that focused 
on local black history and the 
idea that the building was 
used as a portal in the under¬ 
ground railroad. 

Yvonne Hopkins, project- 
co-ordinator at the historical 
site said the hall was definite¬ 
ly involved in some way with 
the path travelled by free¬ 
dom seekers in the days of 
slavery but is uncertain as to 


whether there was a direct 
line to the building. 

"There was always a 
rumour there was a tunnel to 
the basement but it was 
never found," she said. 

She also agreed that most 
people know about the doll 
house because of the reputa¬ 
tion it gets for having a few 
paranormal tenants living 
there, but there is much 
more to it than that and is a 
very significant part of Fort 
Erie's identity as it was used 
as a safe house during slav¬ 
ery. 

"A lot of people aren't 
aware of how significant Fort 
Erie is with local black histo¬ 
ry," she said. 

"This is a history that was 
carried on by word of mouth, 
rather than written in books 
a lot of times," she added. 

Hopkins was very pleased 
to see that almost 300 people 
walked through the doors 
last weekend and hopes this 
will continue as the doll 
house continues to partner 
with the Fort Erie Heritage 
Arts Legacy. 

"It's great to see that num¬ 
ber of people interested in 
history," said Hopkins.
